worth of Southern California real 
estate as,yhis vehicle. 

Disclosure that the 13-year-old 
screen star was a millionaire was 
made when his broker, James J. 
Donahue, announced the purchase 
of 14 lots in Los Angeles for $100,- 
000, bringing the bey’s fortune to 
$1,500,000, 

Donahue also announced the 
Coogan realty holdings were not 
the full measure of the boy’s for- 
tune, and Jackie had “plemty more” 
money for investment in real es- 
tate. 


At the age of 6 the boy paid tax 
on-an income of $52,000. When he 
was 9 years old he started saving 
$3.50 a week from his modest al- 
lowance to obtain a total of $100, 
with which he planned to start his 
own picture company.

are distantly related to him. 

The abandoned automobile in 
which the four had been riding’ on 
a hunting trip in the foot of the 
Atlas mountains has been found, 
bullet-marked, with two hunting 
dogs which accompanied them 
dead in the bottom of the car, 
their thrvats slit. 

It is hoped here that:the four 
persons escaped injury, 
thought that, in view of their pro- 
minence they are being held for 
ransom. 

Troops are moving in the region 
of Tadla, which is near the district 
in which the kidnaping took place, 
and several detectives are on their 
way to the scene. Traces of ma- 
rauding bands and dissidents were 
found up to the extreme limit of 
the pacified zone, and then were 
lost at the foot of the Atlas Moun- 
tains, where none but strong hedites 
of armed troops may venture. 

Official notification has been 
sent to the War Office in Paris by 
the Residency-General at Rabat, 
Resident-General Steeg being ab- 
sent in France, where he was re- 
ported to have left Marseilles today 
on his way back to Morocco.

Archbishop O’Donnell of 
Armagh Became Ill After 
Injuring Knee — Family 
Long Ruled Donegal. 


HELPED CONSECRATE 
ST. LOUIS CATHEDRAL 


On Becoming Prelate, He 
Put an End to Moonshin- 
ing Activities in His 

Diocese. 


By the Associated Press. 

CARLINGFORD, Ireland, Oct. 
22.—Weakened by devotion to his 
work in the early stages of his fll- 
ness, Patrick Cardinal O’Donnell, 
primate of all Ireland, died here to- 
day at the age of 71. 

His fatal illness, diagnoséd as 
dcuble pneumonia and  pleurisy, 
fcllowed an accident which he suf- 
fered while bathing six weeks ago 
when he injured his knee. His 
eminence was anxious that not 
appear about this accident ahd 
made a\special request that it not 
be. published. 

Although confined to his room, 
he conducted a marriage  cere- 
mony and insisted on handling his 
correspondence, one day writing 
ten letters. 

A cold supervened upon his ex- 
ertions. Even then the Cardinal 
sought to minimize his illness and 
asked his medical attendant and 
friend, Dr. E. M. Finnegan, to de- 
scribe it as a chill. The physician's 
bulletin, however, diagnosed the 
Cardinal’s illness as double preu- 
monia and pleurisy. 

Became Cardinal in 1925. 

Archbishop O’Donnell of Armagh 
was elevated to the Cardinalate on 
Dec. 14, 1925. 

The history of his family was 
for years the history of Donegal. 
From the thirteenth to the seven- 
teenth centuries, the O’Donnells 
ruled in Donegal and no other 
princely Gaelic house produced so 
many able men. 

Cardinal O’Donnell was born in 
Kilraine, Glenties, County Done- 
gal, in 1856. For some years he 
was the youngest bishop in the 
church, having been appointed 
Bishop of Raphoe by Pope Leo 
XIII when he was 32. He had 
previously been a professor of 
th@éology in St. Patrick’s College at 
Maynooth. 

Raphoe covers the County. of 
Donegal which had been a strong- 
hold of the*moonshine' industry. 
The young bishop announced that 
te drink or buy or sell “poteen’”’ 
Was a reserved offense for which 
only a bishop could give absolu- 
tion. 

That might mean a journey of 
40 miles to Letterkenny and there 
was a disagreeable interview in 
prospect for the penitent moon- 
shiner. Consequenlty within five 
years “‘poteen”’’ disappeared from 
the diocese. 

He as an ardent supporter of 
home rule and the trusted adviser 
of the Yrish parliamentary leaders 
from Parnell to Redmond. His 
prominence in the home _ rule 
movement was marekd by his s¢- 
lection as chairman of the national 
convention in 1897. When Pre- 
mier Lloyd George in 1917 at- 
tempted -a solution of the _ Irish 
question and set up a convention 
of all parties to debate it, Bishop 
O’Donnell was one of its members. 


Cardinal Took Part in St. Louis 
Cathedral Consecration. 

Cardinal O’Donnell wag in St. 
Louis in June of last yaer, when, 
‘With other prelates, he came here 
to participate in the celebration of 
the centennia! of the Roman Cath- 
Olic diocese of St. Louis. The head 
of the dignitaries who came here 
at that time was John Cardinal 
Bonzano of Rome, who represented 
the Pope. 

The ready smile of the _ Irish 
churchman endeared him to thou- 

sands in St. Louis and in Chicago, 
whence he had come from attend- 
ance at the Eucharistic Congress 
in’ that city. 

During the visit of the Catholic |: 
dignitaries, the St. Louis Cathedral 
was consecrated, Cardinal O’Don- 
nell participating. He particularly 
had been impressed during his stay 
here with the Cathedral, of which 
he said: “This magnificent Cathe- 
dral seems worthy of the visit of 
the Pope's Legate. St. Louis, on 
this, my first visit, already has im- 


‘pressed -me.”

Seek Introduction of Statement. 

Government counsel wished to 
place the Sinclair statements be- 
fore the jurv immediately, but the 
defense entered strenuous objection 
on the ground that testimony given 
before a congressional committee 
may not, under the law, be intro- 
duced as evidence in any subsce- 
quent court proceeding. To this 
the Government replied that in or- 
der.to take advantage of this pro- 
vision, the witness must make dec- 
laration of such intention when ap- 
pearing before the comm'ttee. 


In the Fall-Doheny conspiracy 
case of nearly a year ago a simi- 
lar question was raised when the 
Government séught to introduce 
statements made by Doheny before 
the Senate committee to the effect 
that he had “loaned” Fall $100, 000 
te be used in his ranching business 
in New Mexico.

Col. Miller's: widow and infant 
son are in Grand Raptds; Mich. 

Col. Miller was a trusted friend 
of the Ponca Indians and was in- 
strumiental in obtaining the Gov- 
ernment reservation near here for 
them. He spoke the Ponca tongué 
fluently. His will is sald to have 
set aside a sum for the Indians 
to use for hig funeral services, as 
they wished. 

While Col. Miller managed the 
large show, his brother Zack has 
managed the ranch and George 
followed his oil interests in Okla- 
homa and Texas.

The conviction of Rusznak fol- 
lowed a spectacular disclosure dur- 
ing testimony late yesterday after- 
noon, when an alibi witness testi- 
fied that Rusznak and Sam Arky, 
notorious professional bondsman, 
had asked hi mto testify in Ruaz- 
had asked him to testify in Rusz- 
flatly denied what Rusznak had 
sworn was true. 
The alibi witness was Charles 
Goldberg, a clothing merchant at 
1013 West Main street, Bellevilie. 
Rusznak had testified that on July 
2, when he is alleged to have tak- 
on $. from a police court defend- 
ant on his promise to “fix” a traf- 
fice case, he ‘was with Goldberg in 
Bellevilic. 
“Rusznak wasn’t with me that 
day at all,” said Goldberg. “I came 
to St. Louis that morning aione and 
bought goods at the Carleton Dry 
Goods Co. and the Rawlings Sport- 
ing Goods Co. I have the bills in 
my pocket to prove it.” 
Goldberg then produced sales 
tickets of the companies named, 
dated July 12.

Policy Will Leave Only 
$4,100,000 for Construc- 
tion Work — New Bond 
Issue Suggested. 


A new question Nas arisen as to 
the sufficiency of funds for erec- 
tion of the projected Municipal Au- 
ditorium, Attentio,. was called to 
it by a report on status of bond’ 
issue accounts issued yesterday. 


The 1923 bond issue provided 
$5,000,000 for acquisition of a site 
and construction of the auditorium, 
which is badly seeded as a Civic 
center and convention place. It 
also provided $6,0000,00 for acqul- 
sition of the site of the projected 
Memorial Plaza and erection on it 
of a4 war memorial. 

Siu..ce they are adjacent, down- 
town, the two sites were included 
in the one condemnation suit now 
pending. WE rever possible, lots in 
both sites are being purchased out- 
right by the city without waiting 
for settlement of the condemnation. 


Plan for Payment Vetoed. 

President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service some time ago an- 
nounced that payment for all the 
land, for both plega and audito- 
rium, would be made from the 
plaza bond item, leaving the whole 
of the auditorium bond item to 
meet construct! 1 costs. The Me- 
morial Plaza Commission, com- 
prised of architects and engineers, 
with Kinsey as an ex-officio mem- 
ber, had this in mind in designing 
the auditorium. The commission 
contemplated spending the whole 
$5,000,000 on the structure, and 
Kinsey reported last spring that 
the cost might run as high as $6,- 
060,000, although he did hot know 
where the additional money would 
be obtained. 

The various features of space in- 
cluded in the design have been re- 
garded as nececsary by the Conven- 
tion Bureau and others urging 
speed in consummating the audito- 
.Tium project. ' 

However the Comptroller's of- 
fice, which is h.ndling the direct 
purchase of the site>, and which 
will pay out the money after con- 
demnation, has decided that cost of 
land in t! 3 auditorium site must 
be met by auditorium bond money. 

The first published compilation 
of bond accounts showing expen- 
ditures for the auditorium site. 
yesterday, charged these disburse- 
ments to. the auditorlum bonds. In- 
cluded were five lots, for which 
the city has paid $229,350. 

Only; $4,100,000 for Building. 

Assistant Comptroller Cunning- 
ham, who declared that this way 
ot charging the expenditures 
would be continued as the only 
proper one, estimated that the au- 
ditorium site would cost an aggre- 
gate of $900,000, leaving $4,100,- 
000 for the building. It has been 
suggested that a‘new bond issue 
may be required to\complete the 
structure. 

Kinsey expressed’ surprise on 
hearing that the auditorium land 
was not being charged to the plaza 
account, and said he felt sure that 
such charges would be legal. The 
City Counselor has not been asked 
for an opinion. Kinse was not 
prepared to say tiat he would 
seek to change the Comptroller's 
ruling, and Cunniggham's position 
was one of mealies pat.” 

“We will not have enough 
money to finish the auditorium if 
the site is charged to this item,” 
Kinsey declared today. 

The Board of Public Service and 
Memorial Plaza Commission will 
be ready to start building the audi- 
torilum wpsienever the site is avail- 
able, the plans having been pre- 
pared. The Comptroller's office, 
while — it is continuing its efforts 
to buy the site outright, fears that 
some of the lots may not be ob- 
tainable without condemnation, 
which would take ‘at lcast two 
years. There has been $43,253 paig 
out of the auditorium fund towards 
the plans, and this item has a bal- 
ance Of $4,727,396 unexpended. 

Third of Plaza Area Be ught. 

Almost one-third of the area of 
the plaza has been bought outright 
by the icity, at a cost of $1,160,- 
39%. Cunningham expressed be- 
lief that the plaza bond item 
would be just about sufficient to 
pay for the whole area, and it is 
uncertain whether there will be 
anything left for the war memo- 
rial, erection of which is’ not com- 
pulsory.

LINE INTO CAPE GIRARDEAU 


The Missouri Pacific Railroad 
wants to build a 10-mile connec- 
tion to carry its lines into Cape 
Girardeau, Mo., and has petitioned 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion for authority to do so. 
Cape Girardeau now is served 
only by the St. Louis-Memphis- 
Birmingham line of the Frisco 
Railway, but the Missouri Pacific 
points out that the town has 16,000 
population and varied and growing 
industries, requiring more service. 
The proposed line would start at 
limo, Mo., western end of the 
Thebes Bridge over the Mississippi, 
Which the Missouri Pacific uses 
and pertially owns.

Desired Legislation by 
Aldermen, He Says.

The agreement for payment of 
$1200 by drivers of service cars 
in connection with an attempt to 
obtain the passage of a bill by the 
Board of Aldermen regulating 
service cars, which came to pub- 
lic attention in a controversy at a 
meeting of the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the board Thursday, to- 
day was reported by Circuit Attor- 
ney Sidener to have been an agree- 
ment for the payment of a fee toa 
lawyer, contingent upon the pass- 
age of the bill. 

Sidener said he came to this 
conclusion after an examination of 
the agreement and after question- 
ing three of the four men whose 
names were signed to it. 

He saic that so far as he had 
been able to ascertain there was 
nothing illegal about the agree- 
ment. 


No Evidence as to Waldman. 


The Circuit Attorney said there 
was nothing in the document or in 
the information obtained to show 
fthat Alderman Herman C. Wald- 
man of the Twenty-eighth Ward 
had any part in the transaction, or 
knowledeg of it. One of the sign- 
ers was Mort Rosenblatt, Wald- 
man’s son-in-law, who conducts 
an automobile mortgage business. 
Andrew Uttendorfer, a service-car 
driver and an opponent of a regula- 
tory bill sponsored by Waldman, 
accused Waldman at the meeting of 
being one of the signers of the 
$1200 agreement. 

The three signers to whom Side- 
ner talked were Rosenblatt, Harry 
G. Cohen, a lawyer, and George E. 
Keller, a service-car driver. The 
fourth signer was Victor Crouch, 
secretary ci the drivers’ associa- 
tion. 

As outlined by Sidener today, the 
agreement provided that Cohen was 
employed to attempt to obtain the 
legislation the drivers desired, his 
fee to be $1000 if the bill was 
passed. In addition, he was to re- 
ceive $200 for expenses. 

Raised From $300 to $600. 

The drivers undertook to raise 
the money by assessment and ob- 
tained a portion of it, the amount 
raised being fixed by some at $600 
and by others at only $300. It was 
‘deposited in the National City Bank 
under the agreement. On June 27. 
nearly two months after the agree- 
ment was signed and the deposit 
made, the money, placed there in 
scrow, was withdrawn, although 
the agreement was left in the bank 
for a reason as yet unexplained. 

Sidener said his understanding 
of it was that the service car driv- 
ers sought the advice from Rosen- 
blatt as to the employment of a 
lawyer. Rosenblat called in his 
persona! attorney, Cohen, who re- 
fused ‘to take the case unless his 
fee personally was guaranteed by 
Rosenblatt. Accordingly, the driv- 
ers entered into the agreement to 
pay the $1200 to Rosenblatt, and 
Rosenblatt entered into a separate 
agreement to pay $1200 to Cohen, 
both contingent upon the passage 
of the desired legislation. 

Sidener today declinéd to make 
public the text of the agreement 
on the ground that he had not 
completed his inquiry. He added, 
however, that he had had photo- 
statis copies made and probably 
would give them to the press Mon- 
day. The National City Bank yes- 
terday refused to permit reporters 
or Alderman Waldman to examine 
the agreement, and later in the day 
the bank’s attorney complied with 
Sidener’s request to place the 
agreement in his hands for inves- 
tigation. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Ma- 
roney, a veteran of the Folk boodle 
inquir:, examined the document 
with Sidener, when Paul F. Plum- 
mer, counsel for the National City 
Bank, took it to the prosecutor's 
office at Sidener’s request. 

“There is no money in the bank 
aut present, nor since June 27,” 
Sijener said after finishing the 
inquiry. ‘“‘Mr. Maroney-and 1 are 
agreed that the document shows 
nothing to incriminate anyone, or 
involve anyone in any ilegal act. 

“From information we have ob- 
teined it appears that the fund of 
$600 was deposited in the National 
City Bank May 5 to be held under 
the terms of the agreement, but 
that the money was withdrawn 
June 27 and returned to the serv- 
icc car drivers from whom it was 
obtained.” 

The Board of Aldermen late in 
the afternoon adopted a resolution, 
introduced by Waldman, directing 
that an aldermanic investigation 
be made of the accusations. Act- 
ing President Neumann appointed 
fo the cormittee Aldermen Kuhs 
of the First Ward, Wiehe of the 
Fifth, Fett of the Eleventh, Krale- 
man of the Twenty-second and 
Krueger of the Twenty-fourth.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Oct. 22.— 
Authority to excommunicate mem- 
bers of the Roman Catholic church 
who have cited him before the 
state courts is conferred upon the 
Rt. Rev. William A. Hickey, DD., 
bishop of the Providence diocese, 
in a cablegram from Cardinal “as- 
parri, Papal Secretary of State. 
The authority was requested hy 
Bishop Hickey as the result of the 


Woonsocket, and other membeis 
of 12 parishes of the State who 
took court action against the Bish- 
op on the ground that he, as presi- 
dent of the parish corporation 
concerned, diverted parish funds 
intended to help pay for parochal 
high schools in‘other parts of the 
State, to pay for unauthorized sub- 
scriptions to the Providence Visi- 
tor,, a €atholic paper, and to do- 
nate to the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Board. 

It is contended by Daignault and 
other plaintiffs, al of whom are 
members of Franco-American par- 
ishes, that the Bishop had no au- 
‘thority to act as he did, lacking 
the consent of the parish corpor- 
ation. 

Text of Papal Order. 

Whether the bishop had the 
right so to act is a question now 
before the Superior Court here.

Rusznak Denies Everything. 

On the witness stand in his own 
defense Rusznak yesterday made 
sweeping denials of everything and 
offered his alibi, which he had 
hoped Goldberg would support. 
The chief prosecuting witness, 
George Morgan, a soldier at Jef- 
ferson Barracks, had related .how 
on July 12 he paid Rusznak $5 “to 
fix up’ a charge in police court 
against Morgan. The soldier also 
declared he had paid Rusznak an- 
other $5 several days later to “fix 
up” a second charge. Morgan had 
been arrested for failure to have 
state and city licenses on his auto- 
mobile. 


“T never saw Morgan before in’ 


my life,” Rusznak testified. “On 
July 12 I went to Belleville early 
in the morning to find a man who 
had jumped a bond 1 was on. I 
was with Charles Goldberg all 
morning. We stayed in Belleville 
until 2 o’clock in the afternoon and 
then Goldberg and I came to St. 
Louis together.” 

This was a perfect alibi, if true, 
because the alleged interview be- 
tween Morgan and Rusznak oc- 
curred during the ne of 
July 12. 

Says "Fixer” Wasn’t Rusznak. 

The only help Rusznak got yes- 
terday was given by John Hales, 
an iceman of 3969 Hartford street, 
who was Morgan's employer. Hales 
testificd he was with Morgan on 
the morning of July 12 when they 
were accosted by two men in the 
corridor of the Municipal Courts 
Building. He asserted that Rusz- 
nak was not there when Morgan 
handed $5 to one of the men. 

Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
Graves asked him why he had 
signed an affidavit stating: “I saw 
George Morgan pay $5 to Louis 
Rusznak.” 

“They told me the man was 
Rusznak,” the witness replied. “I 
thought it was. But later I saw 
Rusznak in Mr. Remmers’ office 
at a taking of depositions and I 
am sure Rusznak is not the man 
who got the money.” 

Hales Sentenced to Zail. 

Hales had twice failed to appear 
in answer to a subpena and had 
been warned he must be in court 
Oct. 20 at the first setting of the 
trial, lp did not appear and was 
arrested” Today, Judge Butler 
sentenced him to 10 days in jail 
for contempt of court.

ADMITS HE SHOT TWO 
FASCISTS IN NEW YORK 


Italian Youth Surrenders Here 
After Roaming Country 
Since Feb. 17. 


Mario Giletti, a 20-year-old Ital- 
ian who has been in this country 
three and a half years, surrendered 
to the St. Louis police yesterday 
and admitted he had shot two Fas- 


cists in New York, Feb. 17, last. 

Giletti, on coming to New York, 
got work as a busboy. About a 
year and a half ago he joined an 
anti-Fascist society, and sometime 
later destroyed a picture of Musso- 
lini which he saw in « public place, 
he said. He was brought into court 
and at the time threatened by 
Fascists, he declared. 

On the evening of Feb. 17, he 
was walking with another anti- 
Fascist near Arthur avenue and 
187th street, New York, when they 
saw two of the Fascisti. His <riend 
handed him a revolver, with the 
remark, “Let’s see if you're a man, 
He took the w eapon, he, says, shot 
both the Fascists, and fled. 

He went from city to city. He 
heard the men he had wounded 
had recovered. His conscience 
troubled him, he said, and he 
feared the vengeance of the Fas- 
cisti. Coming to St. Louis yesterday 
morning, he went tio the Italian 
Consul, C. A. G. Canssi, told him 
his story, and said he wanted to 
give himself up. The Consul then 
communicated with the police, who 
have wired to New York, asking 
whether Giletti is wanted there.

Killed Ukrainian Leader 
to Avenge Relatives Slain 
in Massacres. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Oct. 22.—The memory of 
the death of his relatives in po- 
groms in the Ukraine kept alive his 
flame of hatred, Samuel Schwartz- 
bard declared today in again as- 
suming his role of tne avenger of 
his race at resumption of his trial 
for the assasination of Gen. Simon 
Petlura, Ukrainian Separatist lead- 
er. 

He tracked Petlura for years, but 
never could reach him, Schwartz- 
bard shouted in answer to a ques- 
tion of a juror. It was the first 
time the jury had managed to get 
a word in edgewise in the bcdlain 
of noises. The exclamations of ex- 
cited witnesses and the shouting of 
attorneys which have characterized 
the trial. 

A persistent joror finally asserted 
his right to be heard this morning 
and asked the defendant whether 
the slaying of Petlura had been in- 
spired by a family as well as a ra- 
cial grievance, 

“Yes,” exclaimed the young 
watchmaker, jumping to his feet. 
“Members of my family were killed 
in Petlura’s pogroms.” 

Waited for Years. 

At this point Hen.{ Torres, his 
attorney, read a list which num- 
bered three Schwartzbards and 12 
other relatives who had met death 
in the Ukraine. When the prosecu- 
tion suggested that the names did 
not prove relationshy, Torres an- 
swered that witnesses would testify 
that Schwartzbard’s kin had died 
in Jewish massacres, 

“I waited long, ta strike better,” 
replied Schwartzbard to a juror 
who wanted to know why he had 
waited many years to assassinate 
Petlura. ‘he defendant said that 
he could not reach Petlura in 
Ukrainia, could not attack him in 
Odessa, where he was too well 
guarded, and could not find him in 
Paris until after a long search and 
many efforts to be certain of his 
victims’ identity. 

“I avenged my family,” said 
Schwartzbard, “but I also acted as 
the little brother of my race.” 

Fist Fights in Lobbies. 

A free-for-all fight with Torres, 
and Cesare Campinchi, represent- 
ing the Petlura family, leading Op- 
posing factions, yesterday broke up 
the trial of Schwartzbard. 

Torres accused Campinchi cf 
suppressing parts of a document 
which he read to the jury in an at- 
tempt to prove the prosecution's 
Star witness, Alexandre Shulguin, 
was friendly to the French. Cam- 
pinchi, reaching into his hip pock- 
et, pulled forth the document and 
began rereading it to the jury. 

“Don’t accuse me of suppressing 
evidence, Torres,” ‘shouted Cam. 
Pinchi, omitting the formal “Maj- 
tre,” which is the French term of 
respect for lawyers. 

“Don’t force me to place in evi- 
dence your personal pedigree,” 
Torres roared. 

Hearing Suspended. 

Judge Flory suspended the ses- 
Sion amid the most intense turmoil. 
A few fist fights developed in the 
lobbies with the police acting as ref- 
erees. There were a few black eyes 
and split lips. 

The outbreak came after 
Schwartzbard, self-styled avenger 
of the Jewish race, had faced Shul- 
guin and heard his declaration that 
he shared responsibility Petlura 
might have had in Jewish pogroms 
in the Ukraine. 

Shulguin, professor of history at 
the University of Prague, denied 
there was any such responsibility 
H asserted that mas: :cres of the 
Jews were committed by Bolshevik 
end Ukrainian tirregulars over 
whom the Government had no con- 
trol. 

Calls Him Soviet Agent. 

On the other hand, Shulguin ac- 
cused Schwartzbard of acting as 
the agent of Moscow. 

“I did not come here to excuse 
or judge Petlura,” the gaunt, 
black-mustached Shulguin de- 
clared. “History only can do 
that. With anguish I admit that 
pogroms occurred in Ukrainia, but 
the real, horrible pogrom was that 
carried out by the Bolsheviks at 
the expense of my country.” 

Turning toward Schwartzbard 
and shaking his finger so vigor- 
ously that his whole body quivered 
he shouted: 

“IT accuse that man of being 
the agent of Moscow. I swear it 
a thousand times.” : 

Defendant Starts to Shout. 

A few minutes later when the 
witness insisted that Petlura him- 
self was not anti-semitic, Schwartz- 
bard leaped to his feet, waving his 
right arm and shouting, “you—! 
You—!”" 


He was incoherent and unable to 
find words. His body quivered. 
Recovering speech he cried: “Do 
you remember the terrible days 
of 1910 and 1911 at Kiev? Do 
you remember the accusations that 
Jews were using Christian blood 
for Easter ceremonies? You hate 
me because I am a Jew!” 

Shulguin, who had turned his 
back to the speaker, whipped

CITY PLANNERS VETO 


BESINESS ON LINDELL 


Proposal to Open Boulevard 
East of Boyle to Com- 
merce Reiected. 


The+movement to creat a special 
Srotmrrpennpege district on Lindell 
boulevard east of Boyle avenue was 
called unconstitutional today by 
the City Plan Commission, in a 
staterrent pointing out that the 
zoning ordinance was intended to 
raise, and not lower, the standard 
of the various districts. 

Three -additional playgrounds, 
adjacent to schools in@gBhe tornado 
area, are to be recommended, the 
commission voted. It decided also 
to recommend, in view of extensive 
tornado damage there, widening of 
Vandeventer avenue from 60 to 80 
feet, with a 5€-foot roadway, from 
Lucky street to an alley south of 
Kennerly avenue. 

Vandeventer already is a 75-foot 
street south of Lucky. The entire 
project calls for an 80-foot street 
from Fairground Park on the north 
to Shaw’s Garden on the south. 
Vandeventer is being made that 
width between Market street: and 
Washington boulevard. 

“The City Plan Commission of 
St. Louis, having been instrumental 
in securing the passage of the 
zoning ordinance and its validation 
by a act of law in the Supreme 
Court of Missouri,” the Commission 
announced, “is unalterably Op- 
posed to the movement now undér 
way to change the classification of 
Lindell boulevard. 

“Fhe Commission desires 
point out that the creation of a 
special district, as advocated by 
the sponsors of the movement, is 
on the 
ground that it creates a special) 
classification for a particular dis- 
trict, not in conformity with the 
city-wide basis co templated by 
the ordinance. 

“The Commission further  de- 
sires to point out that zoning leg- 
islation is undertaken for the 
purpose, not of lowering the aver- 
age character of a district to the 
minimum, but of bringing the 
minimum up to the average. 

“It is considered that the de- 
struction of property by the recent 
tornado offers an excellent oppor- 
tunity for a fuller realization of 
the character of the district speci- 
fied by the ordinance, rather than 
a retrogression to a lower stan- 
dard.” 

Members of the commission have 
pointed out that playgrounds were 
woefully inadequate to congested 
sections of the storm area, and 
that the lack might economically be 
remedied now, in cases - where 
property has been damaged beyond 
repair and the city would be at ex- 
pense for the site only.

CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—The con- 


viction of George C. Probst and 
his brother, Benjamin, on charges 
of conspiracy to violate the prohi- 
bition law, was reversed by the 
United States Circuit Court of.An- 
peals yesterday and the case re- 


manded for new trial. 

In remanding the case for a new 
trial, the Appellate Court held that 
active participation is necessary to 
convict in a conspiracy case, and 
mere knowledge of illegal acts of 
others is not sufficient. The opin- 
ion then held that Judge Lindley 
erred in not sustaining a motion by 
counsel for defense to instruct the 
jury for a verdict of not guilty if it 
was found there was not sufficient 
evidence connecting the three de- 
fendants to the conspiracy. The 
opinion, by Judge A. B. Anderson, 
was concurred in by Presiding 
Judge Samuel Alschuler and Judge 
Evan A. Evans. 

The Probst brothers had been 
sentenced to two years in Leaven- 
worth Penitentiary and had been 
fined $10,000. With 22 others, they 
were tried following a raid on a 
brewery at New Athens, Ill., when 
20,000 gallons of beer in 12 large 
vats was destroyed by prohibition 
enforcement agents. The brewery, 
known as the Probst Pure Prod- 
ucts Co., was one of the largest 
beer plants ever discovered in this 
district, it was said at the time. 

The charges against the Probst 
brothers, who were referred to Ly 
the Government during the trial 

s “the big men behind the brew- 
ery,’”’ were based on circumstances 
which prohibition agents ferreted 
out, including long distance tele- 
phone calls between the brewery 
and Belleville saloon keepers, can- 
celled checks of saloon keepers and 
the fact the Okaw Creamery and 
the Probst Bros. Ice Co., both op- 
erated by the Probst’ brothers, 
were in the building occupied by 
the brewery. 

They had admitted ownership of 
the building, having inherited it 
from their father, but denied 
knowledge that beer was being 
made there. 

Eight others of the 22 defendants 
also were convicted with the Probst 
brothers, prison sentences and fines 
being given most of them by Fed- 
eral Judge Lindley, who presided 
at their trial in East St. Louis. The 
Probsts never went to jail, having 
been released after their motion 
for a new trial had been refused, 
on $15,000 bonds pending hearing 
of their appeal. The brothers are 
well-to-do and members of a well- 
known Southern Illinois family. 


United States District Attorney 
Baker, at East St. Louis, will not 
announce whether. he will bring 
the Probst brothers to trial again, 
until he has read the text of the 
Appellate Court’s opinion.

In his “interview,” Edison. said 
he regarded the incandescent lamp 
to be the most important of all 
his inventions, and is con- 
vinced that the development of 
electricity has been the greatest 
factor in modern human progress. 
Its possibilities, he believes, are 
endless. 

Edison could not recall the name 
of any great woman inventor, al- 
though he called Mme. Curie a 
“ereat research woman.’ He had 
no advice for the nation’s youth, 
for “youth does not take advice.” 
Says Opportunities Are Greater. 

The opportunities for the young 
man today, are “far greater than 
at any time in the past.” There is

ST. LOUIS COUNTY HAS 
$512,796 SURPLUS 


Fund Increased by Economy 
From $71,477 Since Dec. 31, 
State Audit Shows. 


A report of an audit of the ac- 
counts of all St. Louis County of- 
ficials receiving compensation from 
the county, for the last three years, 
filed with the County Court today 
by the State Auditor, vouches for 
the accounts of all officiais in that 


has overcome the pat financial 
stringency. : 

The county has a surplus of 
$512,796.30, as of Sept. 30, com- 
pared with $71,477.74 when the 
present members of the County 
Ceurt took office Dec. 31 last, the 
report states. Its present assets, 
including taxes to be collected and 
accounts receiveable, aggregate 
$1,444,366.89 and its liabilities 
$931,970.59. 

Chief Examiner C. F. Mayer of 
the State Auditors office, said in 
the report: 

“Owing to the efficient and busi. 
ness-like manner in which affairs 
of the county have been handled in 
the first nine months of this year, 
the surprius has been increased to 
$512,796. All liabilities of 1926 and 
prior years have been paid and if 
the court restricts its expenditures 
for the rest of 1927 in the same 
manner it has up to Sept. 30, it 
will be able to pay all the current 
expenses of 1927 and have a nice 
balance at the close of the year. 

“The Court was able to do this 
only by curtailing its expenditures 
in the matter of road work; in fact, 
its expenditures for road work 
have been confined to maintenance 
only, no new construction having 
been undertaken. Owing to the 
financial condition of the county 
at the time the new County Court 
took office this “vas a necessary 
step and afforded the needed re- 
lief for the time being, but this 
cannot be followed from year to 
year, and the Court should be re- 
lieved by some means which will 
provide more revenue for road 
work.” 

Mayer recommended that 8&t. 
Louis County ask the Legislature to 
enable it, as Jackson County has 
been authorized, to issue tax-antici- 
pation notes against revenue ex- 
pected for each year. These, he 
said, could be sold bearing 4 per 
cent interest, compared with 6 per 
cent which has been charged by 
county banks for cashing protested 
warrants in relieving the county’s 
financial situation heretofore. Fur- 
thermore, the auditor pointed out, 
this method would put the county 
on a cash basis and enahle it to 
buy its supplies more cheaply.

Hills, others are of the opinion 
that the situation has not been 
changed materially. 

In the minds of callers at the 
White House, this subject has been 
uppermost, and while there has 
since been a disposition to talk, 
there has been also a marked re- 
luctance to be quoted. Senator 
Fess, it seems, is not the only ad- 
ministration leader who has been 
told by the President that he does 
not wish to be considered a can- 
didate and these have said that 
the doubt occasioned by the Rapid 
City statement has been a source 
of much concernifor Mr. Coolidge. 

Clarence H. Howard, president 
of the Commonwealth Steel Co. of 
St. Louis, and for some time a 
friend of the chief executive, said 
following a call at the White House 
that he believed Mr. Coolidge 
would “take steps to curb the 
movement to draft him if it gains 
headway.” He might feel com- 
pelled to run, Mr. Howard de- 
clared, if an insistent public de- 
mand should develop, but he be- 
lieved the President would not per- 
mit this to come about.

WILLIAM B. MELISH, 
MASONIC LEADER, DIES 


Had Held Highest Offices in 
Knights Templar and 
Mystic Shrine.

CINCINNATI, Oct. 22.—William 


B. Melish, 75 years old, who for 
more than 50 years had been of 
national and international prom- 
inence in Masonry, died at his) 
home yesterday. 

Melish, thirty-third degree, was 
one of the most widely known 
Masons in America and was the 
representative in the United States 
of Great Priory of England and 
Wales of the Order of the Temple. 

He was the only Mason in this 
country entitled to wear the grand 


cross of the Great Priory of En- 
gland under the title of Grand Cross 
Templar, a title which wag  be- 
stowed upon him in 1911 in Lon- 
don by the Duke of Connaugnt, 
sovereign grand master of the 
Great Priory of England. 

He also was the representative 
of the sovereign Great Priory of 
Canada. 

Melish was an honorary member 
of the Supreme Council of northern 
Masonic jurisdiction, a member of 
the provincial grand lodge, Royal 
Order of Scotland and dean of the 
past grand commanders of the 
great commandery of Knights 
Templar of Ohio. 

He inaugurated the work of the 
Syrian temple of the Mystic Shrine 
in Cincinnati in 1883, served as 
potentate for 15 years and then 
resigned to become imperial po- 
tentate of North America. He was 
grand:-master of the grand encamp- 
ment of Knights Templar. of the 
United States from 1910 to 1913 
and waa president of the Knights 
Templar Masonic Mutual Aid As- 
sociation and Young Men's Mutual 
Life Association. He was an hon- 
Orary member of more than 60 
Masonic bodies, both grand and 
subordinate throughout the United 
States.

“Barriers Burned Away.” 

ODAY marks a real step in 

high schoo] athletic progress 
in this district. In St. Louis Coun- 
ty, Webster Groves high school 
is playing an intercity champion- 
ship game with Louisville, at 
Webster Field; in St. Louis the 
New High School stadiur. will 
be formally opened with a 
double-header, the first of the 
city championship campaign. 

That marks the end of the 
Chinese wall built around § St. 
Louis high school sports for so 
many years. Time was when 
school board precedent tried to 
isolate our high school athletics 
by a 25-mile limit rule. This 
meant that no out-of-town team 
could be met by a St. Louis ath- 
letic team either at home or 
abroad. 

Webster, however, is showing 
us the way, in intercity competi- 
tion; and the School Board of 
St. Louis in building the stadium, 
likewise has agreed to drop the 
25-mile limit. 

With three big preparatory 
and high school leagues, embrac- 
ing 20 or more schools, taking 
part in organized sports, with 
the bars against intercity com- 
petition down and with a high 
school stadium of a potential 
seating capacity when fully com- 
pleted of around 50.000, the 
dark ages of high and prep 
school athletics in this vicinity 
may be said to have passed. 
Within two or three years St. 
Louis and not Kansas City will 
be taking its place a. the head 
of Missouri High School ath- 
letics, instead of sulking in its 
tent while Kansas City is gain- 
ing al ithe renown.

Why Not? 

EMBERS of the school 

board, replying to a question 
asked by this department, have 
said that the high school sta- 
dium is not to be used to make 
money, but merely as an adjunct 
to high school sport activities. 


At present the high school 
championship games are played 
in double headers, for which 
only 50 cents is charged... This 
is the cheapest football program 
in all the United States. It is 
proper, however, because it is 
within reach of the high schoo] 
pupils and their families. 

But, since the high school 
stadium at this time is the only 
concrete bow! available, and 
Since it can be enlarged to a 
seating capacity capable of han- 
dling: more persons than any 
park in the city, it might be 
more to the point if the School 
Board took advantage of sta- 
dium opportunities by renting 
Out this property for football 
and other purposes and built it 
up to a money-making point. 

It is conceivable that if 
this stadium’s seating capacity 
is exploited to its maximum, it 
will not only pay for itself in 
the course of time, but can be 
made to support the entire ath- 
letic system of the public schools.
